Tragedy Near Lovett Sunday Has Been 
Given an Official Investigation. 
The Result. 


August 23.—(Special.)—The 
bloody tragedy of yesterday at Lovett, @ 
station on the Wrightsville and Tennille 
railroad, twenty-five miles from here, was 
Officially investigated today. 

The killing of George Heath and the 
wouncing of the negro woman by Andrew 
Green were as reported to The Constitution, 
but the investigation today reveals the 
fact that Green was killed by John George, 
the husband of the negro woman he wound- 
ed, and not by a mob. 

In fact, there was no mob at the scene 
when Green was killed. A crowd of good 
citizens went from Lovett to apprehend 
Green in order to turn him over to the 
authorities. He wovld not peaceably give 
himself up, but ran to a branch below the 
mill pond and was shot and killed by 
George, the negro man whose wife he had 
almost murdered. 

No white man touched him. He was shot 
three times, once with a pistol and twice 
with a shotgun, both in the hands of John 
George. 

A warrant has been sworn out §$ for 
Gecree. Public sentiment is with him and 
he will hardly suffer for what he did.

V. H. Hinson, an old, one-legged confed- 
erate veteran and #»mewhat decrepit, got 
out his pistol this afternoon to try it, 
fearing that the rain. which had been icak- 
ing through his roof, had interfered with its 
firing .qvalities. He was shooting at a 
board in hts back yard, at Dittmersville, a 
little settlement about a mile south of the 
city, a negro nemed Sam Jefferson, 
passed through and between the board and 
the pistol without seeing him. 

At least that is the story 
Hlinson and his wife, who got the pistol 
out for him and fixed up.the target. Just 
as Jofferson was passing Hinson fired. In- 
stead of hitting the board the ball went 
clean through Jeffe.son’s neck, killing 
him almost instantly.

Ex-Governor Jarvis, 
F, M. Simmons and Ed Chambers Smith, 
all ex-chairmen of tne party and now 
members of its central committee, were in- 
terviewed by your correspondent today. 
Jarvis sald: 

“While I am a friend to the negro and 
have done all I could to help him, yet it 
is clear that the white republicans cannot 
govern the state without megro support. 
They are utterly incapable of giving proper 
State, county or municipal govrenment. 
They are creatures of the negroes and 
you cannot expect the creature to rise 
above the creator. All other questions 
fade into insignificance when compared 
with this overmastering issue of white su- 
prem&cy. Senator Butler has a rocky road 
to travel. When a man deserts principle 
and goes for spoils he is bound to strike 
rocks.”’ ' 

Ex-Chairman Simmons sald: 

“The keynotes of the campaign will be 
the record of the fusion administration, 
white supremacy and a straight fight.’ 

Smith said: 

“Our platform must cendemn the ras- 
cality and incompetency of the republican- 
populist administration,’ said Mr. Smith, 
“unquestionably the supreme issue will be 
the control of ‘the state by the white. peo- 
ple, This means the stoppage of the out- 
rages, largely committed because the re- 
publican party is in power. I am 
straight fight and no fusion with popu- 
lists and for letting them stay where they 
Say they want to be--that is, in the middle 
of the road.’’

Detectives Spot Him as the Atccom plice 
in the Murder.

Inman Was Arrested Yesterday and 
Will Be Given a Preliminary 
Hearing Today.

The accomplice of Jim Willfams, charged 
with killing Patroiman Albert, is in a 


cell at police barracks. 

“There is no question about this negro,’ 
said Chief Slaughter last night. ‘He is the 
man who was with Williams.”’ 

From the chain of evidence that has been 
bound aréund Tom Inman, alias Jim Jack- 
son, alias Tom Butler, and half a dozen 
other aliases, it looks as if he is the guilty 
one. 

The lost. hat that was picked up at the 
head of the Broad ‘street bridge fits the 
negro in the police barracks, and every de- 
scription of the fleeing assailant fits lim. 

If the testimony of half a dozen people 
is to be relied on there Is no question but 
he will be sent up. On three distinct occa- 
sions: Inman has referred to the murder of 
Patrolman Albert. He told another negro 
just a few days ago that if “Jimpson” Wil- 
liams had not shot Albert he would have 
done it. He has admitted that he was the 
one the patrolman had hold of when the 
fatal shot was fired. 

“Tt’s a good thing ‘Jimpson’ shot when 
he did, as I was just getting ready to pull 
down on him,” was what Inman told two 
different negroes. ° 

For several days the detectives have been 
looking for Inman. Several clews have been 
followed up, but the last one led to the 
arrest of the man, that there is no question 
of doubt about. Inman is short and thick 
set. He is said to have been seen with 
Williams a number of times, and there is 
one witness who will swear that they were 
together on the night of the 8th of August, 
when the patrolman was shot down. 

Williams, who is said to have done the 
shooting, is in jail waiting trial. 

Detectives Harris and Wooten made the 
arrest yesterday. They learned that the 
negro was working on a house, carrying 
brick, and took him without any trouble, 
He denied knowing Wiliams and said he 
had been in Atlanta only a month and a 
half. 

Inman, or whatever is his correct name, 
is from Chattanooga. He was driven out of 
that city by the officers on various charges. 
Information from Chief Hill states that he 
one of the most notorious characters in 
Tennessee, 

Inman has been in the stockade several 
times since he has been in Atlanta on 
charges of being drunk and disorderly. 

A preliminary trial will be given him to- 
day and the witnesses to whom he has 
tcla the story of the murder, will be on

It is useless to deny that the prison 
horrors recited in the report of Colo- 
nel Byrd strike a blow at the best in- 
terests of the state; but all Christian 
men and women should remember that 
it is not publicity that hurts, but the 
‘fact that such a condition of things 
could exist among a people who are 
second to none in civilization and re- 
finement. There is nothing to be feared 
from a publicity that is, in itself, almost 
@ remedy for the evils complained of. 
And even if it were otherwise, the state 
must expect to suffer from the results 
of a system so out of harmony with 
the laws of God and man, and so reyolt- 
ing to humanity. 

The reforms demanded at this junct- 
ure can be brought about only by means 
of the most complete publicity: Left 
alone, the rottenness which exists is 
bound to spread its demoralizing con- 
tagion into unexpected quarters. An 
evidence of this is to be found in one 
portion of Colonel Byrd’s report, where 
it is stated that the grand jury of a 
county, in order to avoid the results of 
complicity, refused to indict a man who 
had killed an unfortunate convict. Can 
a state of affairs worse than this be im- 
agined? Here justice, humanity and all 
the intentions of the law are sacrificed 
to a desire to conceal the facts and avoid 
publicity. One crime begets another 
almost as bad; and so the demoralizing 
contagion spreads. 

The only way to stop it is to make 
all the facts public, and to arouse pub- 


lic sentiment in every county to so ram- | 


pant an attitude that the brutes who 
torture and butcher heipless convicts 
will be afraid to carry on their pestifer- 
ous work. We,recognize the fact, how- 
ever, that publicity is only a temporary 


remedy. For a few weeks the cruelties 
will be suspended; but they will be 
promptly resumed again when public 


indignation subsides. Nevertheless, it 
‘is only by means of a public exposure, 
such as Colonel Byrd’s report makes, 
and such as The Constitution proposes 
to promote, that a real remedy can be 
devised. Public exposure with this end 
in view will hurt the state far less than 
a further toleration of the horrors that 
exist in the camps of the misdemeanor 
convicts. To hide or cover up the facts 
involves the state in far deeper disgrace 
than to spread the horrors before the 
public. 

The crimes and cruelties which have 
been laid bare should have the effect 
of arousing a unanimous public senti- 
| ment against the iease system, ‘vhich is 
to expire two years from now. We make 
no special indictmgnt against those who 
have had the management of the state 
convicts. They have done the best they 
could under the circumstances, and their 
camps have been under the consiant 
guardianship of the state. But the whole 
system of privaie lease is preposterous 
—a relic of the days when the state was 
fighting against social and_ pohtical 
chaos. . 

It was simply an expedient, and has 
never adjusted itself to the public poli- 
cy of the state. The controversies that 


have raged about it demonstrate con- 


clusively that the public sentiment of 
the state has never been satisfied with 
_ the experiment, and will never be 
satisfied with it as a finality. Let the 
igeneral assembly recognize this fact 
now, and act accordingly. There is 
ample time between now aud ihe expira- 
tion of the leases for the legislature to 
discuss, digest and organize a peniten- 
tiary system that shall have the,merit 
of being in accord with the public pol- 
icy of the state and of meeting the ap- 
proval of the people. 

We note that Judge Turner, ihe prin- 
‘cipal keeper of the penitentiary, 
made a report in which he makes some 
suggestions for a substitute pian. We 
shall not now discuss these sugges- 
tions with the purpose of discovering 
their merit. All suggestions are in or- 
der. But we think it is unfortunate that 
the proposed plan should involve a con- 
tinuation of the lease, even for five years 


beyond the date of its expiration, Such | 


a proposition is calculated to prejudice 
the public against his plan at the out- 
set. The time has come to get: rid of 
the lease system for good and all, and 
any- plan to postpone that event will 
not receive the approval of the people. 
There is no need for postponement. 
The state has ample time to perfect a 
permanent system—-a system suited to 
the peculiar exigencies which the re- 
sult of the late war has compelled us 
to endure. The horrors that are spread 
out in Colonel Byrd’s report are the nat- 
ural outcome of the lease system, and 
the state cannot afford to tolerate any- 
thing which will lead even remotely to 
such disgraceful results. io 
Nor do the necessities of the case de- 
mand the establishment of a penal col- 


ony which will compete tn any material 


way with free labor: The lease system 
has demonstrated one thing, namely, 
that the convicts thrive better in the 
open air at outdoor work than they do 
when confined to labor that does not 
call, for bodily exercise. But all these 
things are matters for future discussion. 
The mainthing now isto have it c!early 
understood that when the present lease 
contracts expire, the system must be 
abolished at once and forever. 
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An Interesting Event. 

The state intercollegiate oratorical

Representatives of five of the higher 
educational institutions of the state will 
speak for a medal offered by Hon. John 
Temple Graves. Each institution has 
put forward its best man. The meet- 
ing will be presided over by United 
States Senator O. A. Bacon, and compe- 
tent committees have been chosen to 
award the medal. 

It is to be hoped that the interest in 
this meeting will result in establishing 
chairs of oratory in every college in 
Georgia. Some colleges now have what 
are called by courtesy, chairs of oratory; 
but in not one of the higher educational 
institutions of the state is there a de- 
partment devoted exclusively to oratory. 
In many of the northern and western 
colleges, this chair is rapidly becoming 
one of special importance, and so it 
should be in the south. t is said that 
the trustees of the university already 
have under consideration the establish- 
ment of such a chair, and no doubt other 
Georgia colleges will do the same thing. 

Tonight’s entertainment will, no 
dcubt, have a stimulating effect, and the 
association of state colleges, under the 
auspices of which tonight’s speaking will 
occur, should meet with hearty gncour-

Why Jutifiable in Illinuis? 

The Chicago Times-Herald is a wide- 
awake newspaper, but its logic is some- 
times a little faulty. This is shown by 
its attitude toward the recent outbreak 
of mob violence which occurred near 
Chicago on. last Thursday. 

Instead of condemning the affair in 
vigorous terms this enterprising jour- 
nal speaks of it as “a justifiable affair.” 

The ‘Times-Herald, in dealing with 
the Chicago affair, is enabled to dis- 
cuss the subject of mob violence from 
a much closer range of view, and is, 
therefore, disposed to look upon it with 
greater indulgence. 

If The Times-Herald can afford to 
excuse a resort to mob violence in its 
immediate neighborhood, can it not 
also afford to apply the same standard 
of charity to similar outbreaks in other 


1ocalities? There should be only one 
rule of measurement. If it is lawful 


for a mob in Illinois to usurp the func- 
tions of: justice, why is it not equally 
as lawful-for a mob‘in Georgia to ex- 
ercise the same privilege? And if mob 
violenge in Georgia, whatever its provo- 
cation may be, is a crime against the 
majesty of the law, why is it not also 
a crime in Illinois? 
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Queer Views from Mexico. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
those gold ongans which are piously 
engaged in exiending their sympathy 
and condolence to Mexico on account 
of the the supposed deplorable condi- 
tion in which that country is left by the 
fall of silver have failed to read the dis- 
patch recently sent to The New York 
Herald by that paper’s special correspon- 
dent in the City of Mexico. 

That dispatch makes very interesting 
reading at this time. The Constitution 
has already printed it in full, but some 
of the statements made by The Heérald’s 
Mexican correspondent are worthy of 
further consideration. In order to thor- 
oughly understand the situation. depict- 
ed by the correspondent, it is necessary 
for our readers to bear in mind that. 
while silver has depreciated with re- 
spect to gold in the gold standard coun- 
tries, no such result has taken place 
in Mexico. Silver. has not fallen at 
all, has not decreased in purchasing 
power to any¥eappreciable extent. On 
the other hand, gold has risen to a 
premium of $1.45. : 

Remembering this fact, it is eaasy to 
understand the dispatch, which would 
otherwise be inexplicable. Merchants 
are hurt by the rise in gold, end are 
canceling ‘their orders for import. Why? 
Because they can get no more silver for 
the stocks they have on hand ‘han they 
could before gold rose; conse juently 
they are unable to import goods except 
at a profit. 

Meanwhile, Mexican manufacturers 
are enjoying the greatest boom in their 
history, as the gold premium makes a 
most _effective tariff wall. All the agri- 
cultural interests are prosperous, as they 
sell abroad for gold and pay their la- 
borers in silver. “Strange to say,” re- 
marks the correspondent of The Herald, 
“the Mexican dollar buys as much goods 
as it ever did, save of the imported va- 
riety.” This is a statement the gold of- 
gans should digest. It must be true, 
for it appears in the columns of a most 
rantankerous gold or; an, 

More than that, foreign capital is 
pouring into the country to take advan- 
tage of the high premium on gold—this 
premium being in the nature of a bonus 
on every dolar of gold invested in Mex- 
ico. Another result is that “rich Mexi- 
cans, accustomed to living much of their 
time abroad, are staying at home invesi- 
ing their silver in: building improve- 
ments.” Real estate is rapidly increas- 
ing in price, and the demand for contrac- 
tors is larze. 

The Herald correspondent says the 
government is “hit. hard,” as it must 
pay the interest on its foreign debt in 


| gold, But there are some blows that 


react, and fhis will be one of them. 
There is talk of repudiation, and in that 
case, the holders of the bonds will be 
hit; but the probability is that Presi- 
dent Diaz will refund the government 
debt, and cut its interest charge in half 
by reducing the rate from 6 per cent 
to 3. 

Meanwhile the whole course and ten- 
or of The Herald’s dispatch shows that 
those who have tears to shed for Mexi- 
co should reserve them for folks nearer 
home. P 
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Yearly Cotton Waste. 

A writer in The New York Commer- 
cial Advertiser is authority for the state- 
ment that the amount of cotton de- 
stroyed annually in this country by 
fire, improper baling and careless hand- 
ling, aggregates something like $25,- 
000,000, 

In support of this alarming statement 
the writer goes on to show that when 
the various accidents of the year are 
summed up they constitute a tax of $3.50 
on each bale of cotton produced. On the 
basis of last year’s cotton crop, which 
aggregated 7,000,000 bales in round num- 
bers, he shows that the total loss to 
the south amounted to $24,500,000. Un- 
doubtedly these figures are excessive, 
but they will serve to open the eyes of 
our farmers to the importance of exer- 
cising greater care in the matter of 
baling cotton, and also to the urgent 
necessity which is every day becoming 
more and more imperative of adopting 
some new and improved method of bal- 
ing. 

While the writer fails to suggest any 


specific remedy for the evil which he’ 


points out in these amazing figures, he 
makes a comparison between the loose 
methods of baling which prevail in this 
country, and the more effective meth- 
ods which obtain in Idia and Egypt. 
Says the writer in this connection: 


The Irdian and Egvnptian cotton export- 
ers pack their bales with rare skill, while 
their American competitor is lax and often 
negligent. ‘The Egyptian manages to get 
forty pounds into a cubic foot in density; 
the Indian does the same, while the Ameri- 
can its gatisfied with from twenty-one to 
twenty five pounds. The African and the 
Asiatic, exporter can put 17,00 bales on 
board a ship or on railroad cars that an 
American can cnly put from: six to ten 
thousind bales on. The American says that 
owing to his loosencss In pucking he gets 
1-16 of a cent the pound more at the mill 
for his cotton than his rival, but when 
this is offst by inereased cost of freight, 
arid above all by damage? of fire, it sinks 
into insignificance. 

Mr. Monaghan, 
Dresden, Saxony, 
cotton as picked in 
at the mill in Chemnitz 
were as safe from catching fire from a 
spark as a log of hard wood, while the 
bale packed in New Orleans or Galves- 
ton has a loose, dirty and inflammable ap- 
pearance. The American exporter charters 
a vessel to take out. his cargo, and it does 
not matter whether he puts 500 or 1,500 
bales in the hold, so far as cost is con- 
cerned; the more thrifty Bombay merchant 
buys space and uses economy all round. 
It is very seldom one hears of Indian or 
Egyptian cotton taking fire, whereas in one 
year (1595-6) forty-three fires were reported 
Which had to do with the great southern 
staple. 

The writer of the article from which 
the foregoing paragraphs are extracted 
is evidently well informed on the sub- 
ject which he undertakes to discuss, al- 
though he does not sign his name to 
the article. The matter is one which 
vitally concerns the welfare of our 
sowthern farmers, and they should give 
it their careful consideration.

Thus in April it was 
estimated that over 20,000 square miles 
were overflowed, 390,000 persons driven trom 
their homes, and property losses of $96,009,- 
000 incurred. When the waters subsided it

Mr. Smith says the western and northern 
railroads are making money and that good 
dividends have been declared. He had oc- 
casion to observe the condition of business 
at Chicago and other places and says there 
is a great improvement and that the out- 
100k is good for a fine business season. 
Mr. Smith believes the era of prosperity in 
the west is bound to spread and affect the 
south and he thinks hard times are soon to 
be a thing of the past.

The telegtam 
that was sent to the father of Mrs. Perry 
just a few wminutes after the crime was 
committed was handed the governor to- 
day. This telegram was sent from the De- 
catur jail while Lanier was still alive. It 
Was addressed to W. D. Crosby, Auburn, 
Ga. “I have killed Bezy Lanier. In De- 
catur jail. Was protecting your child.” 
Signed H. 8S. Perry. 

This was the last affidavit that was pre- 
sented to Governor Atkinson on yester- 
day. 

The prosecution

The Girl Distanced Them All, but the 
Bicycle Cop Came Out at Last 
Ahead. 


Florence Bell, an escaped convict, led 
Mounted Officer Bankston a wild chase on 
Decatur street yesterday afternoon. 

For five minutes this officer mounted on 
his wheel:»made great spurts up and down 
the different streets. 

Finally, he came upon the little brown- 
skin negro who was just getting her second 
wind and ready for another two mile run, 
She is now bewailing her fate at the po- 
lice station. ‘J lak’ to run the life outen 
dat man,”’ she said as the iron door closed 
op her. “Just a minute more and I'd had 
you in a walk.” 

About three weeks ago notice was re- 
ceived that Florence Bell had escaped from 
the city stockade. She had been sent up 
for disorderly conduct for the thirty day 
limit. This negro is one of the meanest 
of her race. She rules lower Decatur street 
where she is called the ‘“Boss.”” Whenever 
Florence Bell comes up the negro men 
take off their hats and the women give 
her the entire street. “She's er bad nig- 
ger,”’ is the only excuse they give for their 
deference to the ‘‘Boss.”’ 

Whenever this negro is not in the stock- 
ade she is out on the’streets trying to get 
in. She has also been a guest of the state 
gung on several occasions. 

Yesterday afterneon about 4 o'clock one 
of the enemies of Florence called Officer 
3ankston from the barracks and told him 
that the escaped convict was on Decatur 
street that trouble was rising. 

Mounting his wheel the officer rode to 
where the negro had -been last seen. Just 
as he crossed Butler street the woman saw 
him. 

Down the middle of Butler street the 
chase began. Bankston is a fast rider, 
but he was unable to gain on the little 
woman in front. At the corner of Edge- 
wood avenue the officer was gaining. fast. 
As they turned into Edgewood avenue the 
negro gathered. her sKirts into her arms 
and down this street they flew 

Fully a hundred negroes had joined in 
the chase by this time. Women, men and 
children were in the rear of the officer, 
yelling like Indians. 

The woman turned into Bell.street and 
Started back toward Decatur street. This 
Was a good road. Up to this time he had 
been riding over rough ground and it was 
impossible to let himself out. 

The negro was runniugy well, but Bank- 
ston soon shortened the distance. tie 
caught her just as she reached Gilmer 
street near the place of starting. Two 
hundred negroes were in at the finish, and 
they followed the officer and his prisoner 
back to. Décatur street. 

It was a.great chase and Bankston is re- 
ceiving the congratulations of the depart- 
ment. The negro has twenty-five more 
days to serve, but thése will be increased 
to thirty on account of her escape.
